WASTIINGTON—The custom has been 
established in the last 20 years of throw- 
ing all the expense of national political 
conventions on the convention cities, Not 
only that but each city selected for a 
nations! convention is required by the 
un itten law governing that suwjcct, to 
raise a certain sum, usually $100,000 in 
cash, for the use of the national com- 
mittee in the campaign. Baltimore was 
the aly city among those contesting for 
the honor of entertaining the Democrats 
this vear to comply with this unwritten 
law and that fact explains why it 
was selected on the first ballot. 

The Baltimore people raised their 
$100,000 in.cash several months ago and 
they brought to Washing on a written 
guarantee that all the expenses incident 
to the convention would be paid. No 
other did this. Some of them cf- 
fered pay the convention expenses 
only, as for instance Denver. St. Louis 
offered to pay the convention expenses 
and turn over $65,000 to the national 
committee in cash. New York offered 
only $50,000 in addition to the usual 
expenses. Chicago offered expenses and 
comething like $60,000. 

While the contest was at its height 
before the national committee. - iia R. 
Francis of St, Louis, heading the delega- 
tion of boomers from that city, asked 
one of his newspaper friends if it was 
true that the Baltimore people had 
brought with them to Washington a cer- 
tified check for $100,000.

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KELIHER MUST ACCEPT SENTENCE 

In an opinion handed down by Judge 
Putnam in the United States circuit 
court of appeals in/‘the case of William 
J. Keliher, who was convicted on the 
charge of aiding and abetting George W. 
Coleman in looting the National City 
Bank of Cambridge, the finding is in 
favor of the government. ‘This means 
that Keliher will have to serve a sen- 
tence of 18 years at the state prison, 
Charlestown. Keliher appealed for a 
new trial on the contention that certain 
evidence was not admissable in the case,

“There has been an important exten- 
sion of ‘national powers by reason of 
clanged conditions and the great increase 
in the importance of the subjects to 
which those powers were directed. Some 
of us think that development has gone 
too far. Through the power of taxa- 
tion, the regulation ef commerce and 
the other expressed and implied grants 
and through the final supremacy which 
has decreed, the central authority 
has greatly reducéd the practical im- 
portance of the states. 

“Titus the genius of Hamjlton aston- 
ishingly persists even in that portion of 
his plan which was most generally dis- 
approved, and the practical encroach- 
ments upon state powers are far too 
often sanctioned by his theoreti¢al ene- 
mies Who each year piously render hom- 
age to his great political foe. Jefferson- 
ian in theory they would carry the cen- 
trulization of Hamilton to lengths of 
which he probably never dreamed.

PLAIN CHICKEN PIE 


AKE a chicken which weighs about) 


-four pounds, singe and clean it and 
tie into shape; place it on a trivet in a 
kettle, and half cover it with slightly 
salted boiling water. Cook it slowly, just 
letting it simmer until it will separate at 
the joints, then cut it into pieces suitable 


for serving, remove the large bones and.

Remove the fat from one cup of the 
liquor and add one cup of cream and 
make a white sauce by stirring this 
liquor into two level tablespoons each of 
butter and flour cooked together.

BISCUIT CRUST FOR CHICKEN PIE 
Sifp together one pint of flour, one 
level teaspoon of salt and four level 
teaspoons of baking powder. Chop in 
two level tablespoons each of lard and 
butter until fine, then moisten with 
sweet milk to a stiff dough. Toss it 
out on to a well floured board, roll out 
to the size of the dish, butter the 
edge of the dish, cover with the crust, 
being careful to press it well against the 
side of the pan.

TWnder American Guidance 
Commercial Growth Has 
Been Phenomenal—Sugar 
Output Largely Increased 


EXPORTS MAKE GAIN 


WASHINGTON—The development of 
the Hawaiian islands under American 
guidance is illustrated by figures pre- 
senttd in a document just received by 
the bureau of statistics, department of 
commerce and labor. The cocument, en- 
titled “The Hawaiian Annual, 1912,” is 
issued annually by Thomas G, Thrum 
of Honolulu, and presents statistics of 


‘the production, comnierce, finance, pop- 


ulation and education in those islands 
during a term of vears down to 1911. 

The figures of growth since the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the United States 
and, indeed, since the reciprocity treaty 
of 1876 between the islands and _ the 
United States, by which freedom of com- 
mercial interchange, with this eountry 
was established and investments of 
American capital thus assured, are ex- 
tremely interesting. A table shows, fer 
example, the production of sugar, by far 
the most important product of the 
Hawaiian islands, from 1875 down to and 
including 1911. The production of sugar 
in 1875, the year immediately prior to 
the adoption of the reciprocity treaty 
is given at 25,000,000. pounds; by 1881 it 
had -graw n to 94.000,000 pounds; in 1891, 

75,000.000; in 1901, 691,000,000; in 1910, 
and in 1911, 1,011,000,000 
or 40 times as much in 1911 as 
in 1875. The value, which was stated at 
$1,250,000 in 1875, was given at $36,750,-

A good many are shipped also to the 


' cities of Germany and Belgium and even 


as far as Vienna and St. Petersburg. 
The packages are handled by a special 
train crew that sorts them out like mail 
matter. The speed at which this ‘cut- 
flower express’ runs is greater than that 
of any other train in Europe, and it is 
almost invariably on time.”—New York 
Tribune.

Seaweed as Food 


It is possible that commercial contact

Tree Seeds by the Ton 


The United States department of agri- 
culture used this year on the national 
forest reserves more than 10 tons of tree 
seeds. It takes a great many tree seeds 
to make 10 tons. Jack pine, the most 
important tree for planting in the Ne- 
braska sand hills, averages something 
like 125,000 seeds to the pound. Of west- 
ern yellow pine, the tree most extensive- 
ly planted throughout the national for- 
est, 10,000 seeds will make a pound. Al- 
together the 10 tons of seeds used this 
year represent more than 300,000,000 sin- 
gle seeds. If every seed could be de- 
pended on to produce a young tree suit- 
able for planting, the-results—so the 
forestry service tells us—would be a sup- 
ply of nursery stock sufficient to plant 
300,000 acres of land.—Westerner.

Lost Opportunity 


Sumner writes in 
the Yale Review: The United States 
presents us a case quite by itself. We 
have here a confederated state which is 
a grand peace group. It occupies the 
heart of a continent, therefore there can 
be no question of balance of power here 
rand no need of war preparations such 
as now impoverish Europe. 

The United States is a new country 
with a sparse pcpulation and no strong 
neighbors. Such a state will be a de- 
mocracy and a republic, and it will be 
“free” in almost any sense that its 
people choose. If this state becomes 
militant, it- will be because its people 
choose to become such; it will be be- 
cause they think that war and warlike- 
ness are desirable in themselves and 
worth going after On-their own con- 
tinent they need never encounter war 
on their path of industrial and political 
development up to any standard which 
they choose to adopt. 

It is a very remarkable fact, and one 
which has had immense influence on the 
history of civilization, that the land of 
the globe is divided into two great sec- 
tions, the mass of Europe, Asia and 
Africa on the one side, and these two 
Americas on tbe other, and that one of 
these worlds remained unknown to the 
other until only 400 years ago. 

We talk a great deal about progress 
and modern enlightenment and democ- 
racy and the happiness of the masses; 
but very few people seem to Know to 
what a great extent all these things 
are consequences of the discovery of the 
new world. As to this subject of war 
which we are now considering, the fact 
that the new world is removed to such 
a distance from the old world made it 
possible for men to make a new start 
It was possible to break old tra- 
ditions, to revise institutions, and to 
think out a new philosophy, to fit an 
infant society, while keeping whatever 
seemed good and available in the in- 
heritance from the old world. It was a 
marvelous opportunity; to the student 
of history and human institutions it 
seems incredible that it ever could have 
been offered. 

The men who founded this repablic 
recognized that opportunity and tried to 
use it. It is we who are now here who 
have thrown it away; we have decided 
that instead of working out the advan- 
tages of it by peace, simplicity, domestic 
happiness, industry and thrift, we would 
rather do it in the old way by war and 
glory,~ alternate victory and calamity, 
adventurous enterprises, grand finance, 
powerful government, and great social 
contrasts of splendor and misery. Fu- 
ture ages will look back to us with 
amazement and reproach that we should 
have made such a choice in the face of 
such an opportunity, and should have 
entailed on them the consequences—for 
the opportunity will never come again.

lew aspects of contemporary:civilization are 
as significant as the conquest in the field of 
governmental action of the ideal of reasoned 
growth or expansion. The fortpitous and 
whimsical are being eliminated in the man- 
agement of civilized communities. Taking 
their place to an ever-increasing extent are 
the logical and orderly processes of change. 
Of nations dominated by the newer ideal, 
Japan and Germany are the most conspic- 
uous. Of states of the American commoriwealth Massachusetts’ 
former primacy is now challenged by Wisconsin, where university, 
legislature, judiciary and public opinion are engaged in coordinate 
evolution of government suitéd to present-day needs. Of munici- 
palities there are none in the world equal to the German in city- 
planning for social betterment and equity and hence also free from 
the temporary and selfish influence of individuals. 

The higher ideal of conscious, creative designing of govern- 
ment and harmonious construction of an administrative mechanism 
is finding expression in an ever-increasing number of American state 
papers. The vogue of the commission plan of city government 
proves how rapidly the newer vision of unity of plan and action has 
captured the municipal reformers of the country. Now the field of 
investigation and remodeling is being changed to that of the states 
that make up the Union; and in message after message from gov- 
ernors attention 1s being called to conditions that make these govern- 
ments ineffective and crude. Broadly speaking, the plight of New 
Jersey 1s typical. What is it? Let Gov. Woodrow Wilson describe 
it. ““The government of New Jersey has developed on its adminis- 
trative side, not systematically but by patchwork and mere accretion: 
by the multiplication of boards and commissions, by the addition of 
first this piece and then that piece to existing departments. There 
has been no constant addition, no subtraction, no elimination, no 
coordination.’ Specific details follow, justifying the general indict- 
ment. What is the remedy proposed? <A coordinating commission 
made up of successtul business men and experts in study of admin- 
istrative efficiency. | 

What Governor Wilson has just said with his usual force and 
clarity other state executives are saying. The same impulse shaped 
Governor Foss’ and Speaker Cushing’s recommendation for stricter 
supervision by Massachusetts of the finances of the state and closer 
coordination of the many state agencies functioning in admuinistra- 
tion. President Taft early in his administration aligned himself 
with the same sort of reform in federal business; and he will soon 
put it up to Congress and the people to ratify the recommendations 
of an expert commission named by him to devise a reasoned method 
of doing national business. Now there is vast waste through dupli- 
cation, needless red tape and lack of adequate cooperation between 
departments. But, in time, voters and lawmakers will quit the 
policv of drift and economic loss. The efficiency demand now 
coming to rule the business world will flow over into the realm of 
government.

But any virtual retreat by the President, any retention of the form — 


of unlimited arbitration with the substance of power to discriniinate 
as to what is ‘“‘justiciable” really resting i theSenate will, we 
believe, cause profound regret at home and abroad or wherever the 
inoral idealism of the American proposal has been duly appreciated. 

No doubt’ memorable happenings of recent years have made 
statesmen entrusted with responsibility for national welfare some- 
what skeptical as to the worth of solemn treaties and international 
agreeinents. The cynicism bred by such pledge-breaking as Europe 
has.seen since the century dawned is not Surprising.* Nevertheless, 
American experience with the good faith of nations has Been, on 
the whole, encouraging. There is no regret for the confidence hith- 
erto placed in tribunals entrusted with settlement of ‘issues that 
diplomacy could not solve; and there-is a generally diffused belief 
that in now setting up higher standards of faith in international 
tribunals, even in their verdicts on questions of national honor, 
America is taking an exemplary course with far-reaching implica- 
tions. To those who fear a_ possible nuscarriage of justice afd 
bécause of this possibility oppose ratification of treaties so wide in 
scope, the best answer is that of the veteran publicist, George F. 
Edmunds: ‘The always possible injustice in an arbitral judgment 


is infinitely less than the horrors of war both to the victor and to 


the vanquished.”’

Control it aids most commendably in conserving and 
| * ss diversifying the) food supply; that it has 
steadied and lowered prices rather than 
raised them and that, therefore, it cannot be “‘regarded as a 
factor in the increase of the cost of living, but rathér the reverse.” 
All this being admitted, and freely, the commission is never- 
theless of the opinion that cold storage should. be under state 
supervision and control. It is with reference to this term “control” 
that some men are disposed to differ honestly, but widely, from 
some others, and the difference arises principally froma difference of 
understanding as to what control means. 

In a broad sense all business is under state control. Govern- 
ment insists upon the right to exercise jurisdiction over the affairs 
of the individual business man, the business firm and the business 
corporation, and asserts this right at its pleasure, but always with 
regard to certain fundamental or constitutional restrictions. The 
public welfare is the point that must be kept in view even by govern- 
ment, and its interference in private affairs is certain to be resented 
and opposed, and enjoined, whenever and wherever it oversteps. the 
established bounds and undertakes to discriminate in its processes 
between men, interests or industries. Presumably, there is one law 
for all; presumably, also, justice will be meted out to all alike. 
State control over business should be exercised with perfect Wpar- 
tiality. | : : 
State control of cold storage to the extent that the state shall 
exercise its supervisory functions in behalf of the public, as it does 
in dealing with all other branches of business, is necessary and wise: 
but it should be thoroughly safeguarded. It should not:be entrusted 


to any agency that may be subject to peculiar notions as to what the ’ 


public welfare demands, or that may be moved by politics or preju- 
dice to place unreasonable burdens supon the warehouses. State 
control is a priceless right; it should be exercised with discretion and 
prudence and always with fairness.

There is a good deal of common sense and corfimon justice in 
the plea set up for them. It is alleged, for instance, that before the 
telephone was introduced the class of people who now make use of 
that convenience transacted a‘large share of their business for the 


household through the medium of messengers. Such people did not. 


then, any more than they do now, make personal calls of the butcher, 
the baker or the_candlestick maker. ‘They did not have the oppor- 
tunity now enjoyed of talking to the grocer or the butcher over the 
telephone. of discussing the entire situation with him, of holding 
his attention exclusively, and of doing their morning shopping calmly 
and intelligently. As a matter of fact, the telephone has brought the 
housekeeper and the family supply retailer more closely together 
than they ever were under the old system of marketing. 

As to credit, it might be truthfully asserted that, if anything, 
there 4s less of it than under the old system. Running bills for 
household supplies 1s a pract@&e as old as the modern system of 
housekeeping. Losses from bad bills, in the past as in the present, 
are assessed agatast those who pay promptly and regularly. This 
is in accordance with a law of trade. It was observed in the davs 
when prices were low; if it continues to be observed in the davs 


when prices are high, it really. has nothing to do with the case. :

Detachments of soldiers 
of five nations now guard assigned sections of the route, and Amer- 
ican troops have just left Manila to share in this police duty. All 
are under a Japanese officer, who outranks: Kuropeans and Amer- 
icans. The prudential motives that determine this policing program 
for the powers are natural. [Experience of the Boxer outbreak had 
one unmistakable lesson for non-Chinese residents of Peking, ani 
they do not intend to be caught again. 

~ Russian denials with respect to ulterior motives in Mongolia 
are forthcoming; but they serve only to whet curiosity as to what 
Japan is to be permitted to do or to take in return for passivity. 
Disruption of normal conditions in China is seriously affecting trade 
with foreign countries, and Japan is feeling the interterence more 
than any other power. She has this special reason for wishing difter- 
ences composed soon, for her own political and fiscal policies are

ln contrast tc many other sections of South America the coun- 
try traversed by the new line is a-rolling pasture land. Immigrants. 
therefore, should find: the territory in fit contlition. for immediate 
agricultural development. Often, where pioneers go into a new 
country, dense forests, not having been. taken into account, block 
progress until laborious clearing has been accomplished. But the 
promoters of the railroad now extending in a longitudinal direction 
through a large part of Brazil and a considerable portion ot Uruguay 
appeared to realize that to make a success 01 the plan there would 
have to be early settlement by energetic farmers. *With a most 
plentiful water supply, there is additional promise that the region im 
question will soon be well peopled. . = 

As recently as ten years ago, plans proposed for the all-rail 
route through this South American territory were classed as vision- 
ary. Now former scoffers at the transportation idea are contessing 
that thev miscalculated; and since success has crowned this enter- 
prise it is believed that in the future there will be a much greater 
readiness among Brazilians themselves to furnish the capital needed 
for’ other railroad constructions instead of waiting tor foreign Cap- 
‘talists to lead the way. For Br&zil has plenty of money for devel- 
opment and national pride is increasingly a factor.

On the other 
hand. the modifications in question have been called “changes ot 
tune,” and the persons who have subjected their views to revision 
between days or between towns have been accused of trimming sails 
to the latest change in the wind. 

Thus, while in the remote country districts headlong attacks 
have been made on the combines and the money power, it has been 
observed that such attacks have been toned down very considerably 
in the large cities. It has been observed, also, that there are seem- 
ingly sets of “views” designed for expression in the middle West, 
for expansion in the far West and for suppression In the East. 3 

It is not necessary to bring either personality or politacs into Ahis 
matter. All that is necessary, as we see it, 1s that the tendency to 
utter opinions and express “convictions in one quarter that are 
subject to upward or dowrtward revision, or to alteration or modif- 
cation, or to correction or apology, in another, should be discouraged 
and checked, Free, frank,. forceful, courageous discussion. no matter 
whether on the affirmative or negative side of any public question, is 
wholesome. All good citizens will stand for liberty of speech. The 
people are entitled to hear everything that should be said on every 
side of any question that concerns them.’ But it is absolutely neces- 
sary to the welfare of the public that those who aim to instruct and 
who are ambitious to lead shall have opimons and convictions that 
are not subject to geographical variation. Still more requisite is it 
that they shall be sincere. It is a shame to deceive the public; hap- 
pily it is usually folly to attempt it. | 
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
